Summary of Pews from the Far ast. 
JAPAN, - 


By the arrival of the Pacific Mail Company’s steamer Colorad 
at Francisco, on the 14th September, our news from Japan i 
extended to the 24th August. The Colorado brought to San 
Francisco 1,140 tons of cargo and 362 passengers, of whom 
29 were Japanese. She left Hong Kong on the 15th August, 
and her China news is consequently superseded by that just re- 
ceived per French mail. From Japan, althougk her dates are 
14 days later than those by the present mail, there is no addi- 
tional news of importance. 

YOKOHAMA. | 

Advices from this port by the French mail extend to the 
10th August. The chief item of news is one of great import- 
ance, being nothing Jess than the alleged abdication of the 
Shiogoon. Until further confirmation is received the report 
must, however, be received with great caution. | | 

A correspondent of the Friend of China says :—‘ The new 
Shiogoon has abdicated in consequence of the dissatisfaction he 
gave the other princes in consenting to the opening of the 
ports and his general willingness to carry out the treaty. 
Prince Owari is now Shiogoon elect, and his proclivities are not 
altogether so favourable to foreigners. The writer is of opinion 
that there will yet be a struggle for the supreme authority, but 
that the resolution of foreign Governments to enforce the 
treaties will result in the victory of the pro-foreign party, whoever 
may represent it. We cannot, however, find any mention of the 
Shiogoon’s abdication in other northern papers to hand, and it 
is possible that the information is incorrect. It is nevertheless 
doubtless true that there is much cause for anxiety respecting 
political matters in Japan. An illiberal Government may again 
plunge Japan into a war with foreign nations, of which the 
result must be disastrous buth to the financial prosperity of the 
country, and to the prestige of those who direct its affairs. It 
is difficult to foresee the progress of cvents in « country of 
which the Government’ is so peculiarly constituted, but resi- 
dents in Japan seem to apprehend another resort to force before 
matters are eventually settled, and the country is thrown open 
to the world at large.” 

The same letter also says, “ The Japanese seem to be deter- 
mained to put on the screw so tight that it shail be too hot to 
hold us, Price of ballast risen from 32 cents to $1 per ton

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within a month. Plenty lying along the shore, but we are not 
allowed to remove it. Boats from 1 to 1%, and now at two 
boos per day. Rice, fish, tea, wages, and everything in the 
same ratio. The Japanese seem to say, ‘If tho barbarians will 
stay in our country they shall pay for it dearly enough.’ ” 

The Japan Herald says: “We regret to have to record an 
accident which occurred on board H.M.S. Basilisk on Tuesday. As 
we have been informed, it occurred when the crew were at general 
quarters—Admiral’s inspection. A gun went off while loading, 
_ blowing one man overboard, injuring him so much that it was 
found necessary to amputate one arm, and it is feared he will 
have to lose one leg. ‘Iwo others were injured, but one, it is 
hoped, will come off with a mere scratch; the other may lose 
an arm. Great praise is due to the captain of the gun at which 
. the accident happened, who, himself wounded, immediately 
went overboard to save the man who had been blown into the 
water.” 

















NAGASAKL 

A letter from this port informs us that the native Christians, 
whose summary arrest bas caused such excitement in Roman 
Catholic circles, are not, it appears, newly made converts, or 
trophies of the recent labours of the R. C. priesthood in that 
country, but descendants of Christian families who have 
secretly professed that religion, and transmitted it to 
their children, ever since the time of the great persecu- 
tion some two centuries ago. Aware that foreign Chris- 
tians had full liberty of conscience in Japan [it is note- 
worthy that the treaties in force make no mention of native 
Christians} these faithful adherents of the long persecuted 
faith resolved to apply to the authorities for permission to 
openly profess the tenets of their Western brethren. Upon 
discovering that the petitioners had always been Christians— 
and therefore according to Japanese law previous to the late 
war criminals—the authorities at once incarcerated them. There 
is but little doubt that the French Admiral will take energetic 
measures for their release, as though in no sense French, it is 
of importance that the principle of absolute toleration should 
be clearly established. Any concessions he might obtain would 
' extend equally to Protestant converts of the past, present, and 
future. 

Another letter,says :—“ The priests have, I hear, sent up to 
the French Minister and French Admiral to come down and 
assist them. If they do come I hope thie only assistance they 
will render will be to send them out of the country, and not 
allow them to remain to endanger the good relations that now 
exist between foreign Powers, neutralising all the best endea- 
vours of our Ministers at Yeddo to bring about a liberr’ policy 
towards us. It seems to me that their efforts would be far 
more praiseworthy were they directed to the reclaiming of their 
own people than to the leading of ignorant natives into a breach 
of their country’s laws, and then leaving them to suffer for it. 
It is but natural that these poor folk should fall into the snare. 
For instance, the priest will probably say to them, ‘ You ara 
hungry, naked, sick, without a house, and soon. Well, just 
believe what I will tell you—ours is the right faith ; we feed 
the poor, clothe the naked, &., and we have funds to do it 
with. Join us, become one of my flock, and you shall be well 
cared for.’ In weighing between the two he thinks it better to 
be a Jesuit convert with a well-fed kody, than to be a Buddhist 
and starving. And so it ever was, and I suppose ever will be, 
with this mischievous people, ever plotting and planning 
against Governments, peoples, and religions. I hope their powers 
of mischief-niaking will be restricted. The natives of Simabara 
are ordered from all parts of the country to appear before their 
own authorities and be examined as to their creed, to see if the 
foreign priests have been tampering with any one of them. It 
is especially against the Treaty, and as the Simabara men have 
in olden times been led from their own to the Romish creed, 
and suffered in large numbers, they are becoming anxious and 
excited to see whether they are still all true to the belief of 
their fathers.” 

A double murder is reported from Nagasaki, the victims 
being two seamen of H.MS. Icarus, recently arrived at this 
port. As soon as information reached the ship, Capt. Towns- 
end landed with his marines, and with the Consul went to sce 
the bodies. From thence they went to the Governor’s house, 
demanding that he should come to the scene of the murder 
and make inquiries. The Governor, it seems, was disinclined 
to obey this demand, considering it would be infra dig., but 
- told Captain Townsend he would send one of his high officers. 
Under pressure, however, he afterwards consented. An inquest 
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was held, but-had been adjourned, in the hope of obtaining 
further evidence. 

The Dutch steamer Peter Landburg has been sold to the Japan- 
ese by Messrs. Glover and Co. The’ steamer Coromandel is 
taken back from the Japanese by the same firm, Coais are 
said to be coming into the market again. 

The following is from Messrs. Alt and Oo.’s Market Report, 
dated Ist August :— 

Iurorts.—A slight improvement has manifested itself in the demand 
for manufactured goods ; stocks of most descriptions, however, continue 
heavy. T-Cloths are saleable at quotations. milets continue in heavy 
stock. Cotton Yarn in small request, with no stock. Turkey Red Prints: 
Large patterns wanted at quotations. Turkey Red Cambrics continue ia 
demand, but stocks are heavy. Lawns have declined in value. Tientsin 
Cotton wanted at quotations. Metals generally show a slight improve- 
ment. Nail Rod, small sizes. Bar, Hoop, and Pig Iron wanted, and 
dtocks light. Tin and Tin Plates in good request. Lead and Spelter 
alo wanted. English Coal: None io the place. 

Exports.—No settlements of the new Teas are as yet reported on cash 
terms, but a few parcels have been taken by foreigners, in barter against 


imports ; aud these transactions show a considerable decline in the value 
of the Teas, as compared with the latest sales of old crop leaf. In other 
kinds of produce the business done has been unimportant. Sales of To- 
baeeo have been limited, owing to the absence of stocks. New season 
leaf will commence to arrive shortly. Gallsand Rapeseed are neglected, 
and only held in small quantities. The stocks of Vegetable Wax and 
Sulphur have been considerably reduced by extensive sales, at advancing 
rates. 
= ExcHance.—Credits on London, at 6 months, 4s. 8d. per dollar. On 
Shangai, drafts at 10 days sight, 14 percent. premium, On Hong Kong 
par. Boos, 332 per $100. 

FREicHTs.—To London and New York no rate is quotable, as there 
are not any vessels on the berth. To Shanghai $8 to 3.50 per ton of 40 
feet is the rate. To Hong Kong $4 to 5.50. 


CHINA. 
TIENTSIN. 

A letter from this port dated 2nd August says :—“ We are 
now having rain nearly every day, and in three or four 
days’ time we suppose all the water routes will float laden 
junks, after which we shall see some little improvement 
in the import business, as also in the export trade. 
The failure of the autumn and spring sowings must of 
course act prejudicially on business in general. Since I 
last wrote to you the Shantung traders from Tse-nan-foo have 
been operating to a small extent in grey goods and opium. 
The quotations to-day are for 8} lbs. grey shirtings taels 2.75 
to 2.80; T-cloths, 7 lbs., taels 2 to 2.05; American drills, 40 
yards, taels 4.20 to 4.50; English drills, 40 yards, taels 3:70 
to 4, During the last three days the opium market has been 
quiet, and rates have been inclined to give way. The quotation 
for Malway opium to-day is 575, Patna 490, Gold, taels 15.70. 
We are without any important news from Peking or the in- 
terior. The Peking authorities are taking measures to alleviate 
the distresses of the inhabitants in various parts of the north. 
The weather at Tientsin is extremely hot and muggy, and we 
look forward hopefully to the time when the Chinese say 
autumn commences, six days hence, for cool pleasant weather. 

“The rebels in Shantung and Honan appear to be causing 
considerable anxiety to the Peking authorities, They were last 
heard of as spread over the Shantung province from Hacyang- 
heen in the East, to Taining-chow in the West province, and 
are said to be very uumerous. Le-hungchang, the Imperial 
Commander-in-Chief, had his head-quarters last at Tsi-ning- 
chow, having over 20,000 men under his command. He was 
engaged in erecting forts and placing a military cordon along 
the west side of the grand canal (yau-ho) to keep back the 
rebels and protect the province of Chehle against their inroads. 
I have heard nothing from Shanse for some days past regarding 
the state of the country, but Ido not expect to hear any good 
news, owing to the failure of the autumn and spring sowings 
throughout the Northern pats of Chehle, Shanse, and Kansat 
this year. ‘The failure of the crops is scarcely yet felt, but 
from now matters will daily become worse, as far as the mass 
of inhabitants are concerned.” 

CHEFOO. 

We learn from Chefoo, under date of August 6, that on the 
3rd of that month the Taotai sent a communication to all the 
Consuls, informing them that there were four foreigners with 
the rebel army, and that some of them were on the way to 
Chefoo to buy arms and ammunition for the use of the rebels. 
He requested the Consuls to take measures with a view to arrest 
those foreigners as soon as they arrived, and to prevent any 
sale of arms and ammunition in favour of the rebels.: 

News had been brought that the rebels were besieging lai- 
yang, the famous centre of northern Buddhism.

HANKOW, 
Fi We hear from this port that the excitement occasioned by 
Mackellar and Co.’s failure has not yet died out. Three cases 
in relation thereto were decided before H.M.’s Consul on the 
28th and 31st of July, in all of which the assignees to the 
estate suffered defeat. It is rumoured that two of the oldest 
residents of the port have filed petitions for libel against one 
of the creditors’ assignees, but sufficient apologies have been 
. since tendered and accepted, and legal proceedings stopped. 
The river continues to rise, but there is not much fear of its 
- flooding the settlement this year, as it is still three feet from 
the level of the bund; whereas last year at the same time 
the only means of communication from house to house was by 
Sampan. The heat has been great, and trade quiet, though 
signs of its improvement are p ~nifesting themselves.

From this port we have advices to the 16th August. The 
news is very meagre ; we take the following items from the 
Recorder. 

We hear from an authentic source that an expedition via the 
- Yangtze and Bramapootra Rivers to Calcutta is contemplated 
by a gentleman at present residing in Shanghai. We see no 
' reason why this journey should not be acoomplished, provided 
the members of the expedition are not too numerous, which 
would attract the attention of Chinese officials, and cause the 
expedition to meet with that obstructiveness for which the 
mandarins are well known, especially by travellers in China. 
The difficulties of such a journey would, we fancy, commence 
on leaving Szechuen, when an expedition would find itself 
among the tribes inhabiting the neighbourhood of the Snowy 
Mountains, a people quite unknown, or comparatively so, while 
the country from the borders of Szechuen to Assam is very 
mountainous ; but western enterprise and energy will, we 
ace not, ere long make this country better known to the 
world. 

We hear that several silk contracts have lately been thrown 
up. The reason has not been stated, but the market has shown 
a downward tendency, and a fall of nearly 20 taels has been 
established within the last three or four days. 

An application was made on the 16th of August to the Su- 
preme Court for adistraint warrant on the furniture in the 
Shanghai Club, by Mr. F. H. Bell, attorney for the landlord of 
the ground on which the Club stands, namely, lot No. 152 as 
registered at the British Consulate. The warrant was applied 
for in consequence of $550 due for ground-rent not having 
been paid. The Acting Chief Judge granted the application. 
We presume, therefore, that this magnificent hall will for some 
time be occupied by a solitary member—in the form of a 
bailiff. f 
A correspondent of the Friend of China, writing from the 
island of Chusan, states that there is a failure of the rice crop 
there, owing to the devastation of an insect which at certain 
seasons attacks that staff of Chinese life. The farmers ‘are 
petitioning the authorities to be allowed to pay landowners half 
the crop for rent, that they may have a little food left for them- 
selves, The U.S. steamer Wachusetts was in ‘l'inghai harbour, 
having on board the Consul General and Mrs. Mangan. The 
Rev. Mr. Knowlton is performing his regular itinerary of the 
island for preaching and visiting the Christians who are found 
in many of the vallies of that beautiful place. : 

The following on naval movements at Shanghai is also from 
the Friend of China :—“ Our vessels of war in the Shanghai 
River are now reduced to a very low limit, and comprise only the 
Cockchafer and Havoc, fighting gunboats, Manila for passengers 
and cargo, and Acer hospital and medical store ship, among which 
the first-mentioned is temporarily guardship, and her lieutenant- 
commander (happy man !) holds the dignity of British senior 
naval officer ut Shanghai. The American navy is represented 
by their storeship Szpply, and other foreign nations are 
nowhere. ‘The U.S. corvette Hartford, with the flag of 
Admiral Bell, whose successor, Admiral Radford, is, we 
hear, not expected on the station for another six months 
or so, has departed for Chefoo. The Shenandoah has 
left for Negusaki, The Wyoming is also in the north comewhere,

H.MS. Rater has gone out for a cruise. There has been 
some rivalry between the Jattler’s and Hartford’s men, and 
parties from each vessel met in quiet Hongque nooks to settle 
their squabbles amicably. Their difterence of opinion arose 
mainly from the fact that the American challenged the 
Britisher to a boat race for $500 a side, but when the stakes 
had been subscribed on board the Rattler, and the challenge 
accepted, their opponents stipulated that the race should take 
place over a course on which they had been in the habit of 
practising daily. This could not be agreed to, and the Rattler’s 
offer to race them five miles, up or down the river, not suiting 
the other side, the match fell through, but the English tar felt 
he had been done out of the five hundred dollars which he 
had made up his mind to win, and hence they did not frater- 
nise much when they chanced to meet on shore. The 
Rattler is expected to return again to her anchorage in three 
or four days. The Argus and Hardy have left for Hong Kong. 
Whilst in port this last time the former vessel lost two of her 
men from sun stroke, one being found dead by the police on 
shore, the other died on board shortly after return from leave, 
a sad commentary on the practice of giving seamen general 
leave during the hot weather, for, when on liberty, it is im- 
possible to keep Jack within bounds, and a few glasses of the 
villanous grog supplied them in Hongque, followed by exposure, 
in a cap, to a July or August sun, is sufficient to knock over 
the strongest of them, During this season our naval authorities 
should allow no men to land before four P.M., except of course on 
duty, and all should be on board again by 8 a.m. at the latest. 
The body of Mr. Mackay, the unfortunate young officer of the 
Supply who was lately drowned, has not yet been found. The 
fact of his death is definitely settled by the arrest of the sam- 
pan man employed by him on the night in question. At first 
he denied all knowledge of the affair, but subsequently admitted 
that the gentleman fell overboard from the front of the sam- 
pan, and was no more seen. The man is in custody pending 
further inquiries, and the possible discovery of the body. We 
regret also to learn that another officer of the Supply, Mr. 
Martin, who had especially exerted himself in the search for 
Mr. Mackay, was last night carried off by cholera. 

The following is an extract from a very able article in the 
Supreme Court and Consular Gazette, on the subject of new 
ports. It will be found to embody similar views to those ex- 
pressed by ourselves in a recent article on the same subject :— 

“It is not by any means improbable that in taking the 
Treaty provisions into consideration the Foreign Governments 
will be called upon to give some attention to the question of 
opening vew ports. Indeed, inconsistent though it may appear 
with the well known exclusiveness of the Chinese, we should 
not be surprised if a proposal to allow foreigners to settle at 
some new ports should directly or indirectly emanate from 
themselves. They have learnt an exclusiveness far deeper than 
the clumsy physical steps of mere denial of residence ; they have 
discovered that there are subtle means by which the foreigner 
may be in the land and not partake of its advantages ; by which 
he may be made to contribute to its revenue, while he costs 
nothing to keep in order, this being admirably done by his own 
Consular authorities ; nay more, means have been found where- 
by this ci-devant éxacting and troublesome stranger is made the 
means of preserving order where the Chinese Government ore 
too weak to maintain it themselves Thus, when rebellion 
was ranging on the Yangtsze River, there was very little 
hesitation on the part of the Chinese Government in admitting 
us to new ports, Shrewd and acute, they speedily saw the part 
our steamers would play in clearing the great river of 
pirates ; and so long as they had security that unscrupulous 
foreigners would not sell arms to the rebels, they were willing 
enough that we should be at the strongholds which they knew 
themselves too weak to preserve. 

“It is idle at this late date to discuss the wisdom of that 
policy which for a time induced us to lend the aid of our arms 
to the Imperial cause. There was much to be said upon both 
sides of the question. ‘True, we were not called upon to in- 
terfere with tho internal concerns of China ; but, on the other 
hand, we saw nothing but cruelty and rapine in the acts of the 
rebels, and we had just paid a heavy price in the form of a 
costly war in order to obtain a treaty with the existing dynasty, 
whom, therefore, it might well seem folly to abandon to destruc- 
tion, without at least making some slight effort to save them 
from the fall which wes impending. Be this as it may, our 
policy is not at the present time to afford any active assistance 
to the Chincee Government. Foreign Governments, and Great 
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Britain in particular, have enough to do without standing forth 
as the custodians and props of every sinking throne. If China 
can live by her own strength no people more than foreign 
nations will delight in her progress and in her prosperity. In 
both foreigners will find their advantage to trade, to traffic, to 
steam and rail communication, to the numberless branches of 
industry in which Europeans might find employment ; but the 
day has gone by when English soldiers and English treasure 
will be sent forth to do battle on behalf of the existing or any 
other dynasty in China. 

i.“ From a commercial point of view it may be doubtful 
whether any good will follow the mere opening of additional 
ports. The expense both to individuals and to the Governments 
would be great. The great houses would have to send out agents, 
and the Governments wou'd have to provide consuls and Con- 
sular establishments, and very little would, after all, be gained. 
To use an engincering term, a certain water-sbed would be 
drained of its immediate produce, and in all probability find 
its way to one of the chief ports in foreign bottoms; but it 
is a}question whether the result would justify the cost or whether 
the same produce would not, when the markets showed a favour- 
able opportunity, just as readily come down in China bottoms, 
or overland. If, however, foreigners are, as they have more 
than once done, to tnke the police of the new ports into thcir 
hands, and to send down gunboats, laud troops, and keep them 
under canvas for upwards of a week for the purpose of fighting 
any rebels who may appeur in the neighbourhood, as was 
recently doue at Chefoo, the balance of advantage will be all 
on the side of the Chinese—in other words, foreigners will pay 
the expense, and the Chinese reap the benefit.” 

Private advices by this mail report the general condition of 
the place as gloomy as ever, and that about half the residents 
must leave before a more healthy tone can be expected. All 
the discharged clerks turn “ brokers,” but that term includes 
almost everything. House property is still at a heavy dis- 
count, with so many vacated premises of failed firms and 
banks, 





HONG KONG. 

D;tes from this port are to the 23rd August. The outward 
mails of the 10th July were delivered on the 18th August, 
conveying also London telegrams to the 29th July. The 
following items of news are from the China Mail :— 

We learn upon good authority that twelve of the gambling 
shops are now approved of, extending from Jardine’s Bazaar to 
near West Point. They are mostly to tho south of Queens- 
road ; but in Taipingshan, where the road takes a bend, and 
leaves a considerable district on the north, one or two have 
been placed in that district. The gentleman who undertakes 
the duty of overseeing the arrangements will, we understand, 
receive $20,000 as commission extending over the first six 
wnonths ; and he will be furnished with an assistant, who will 
receive a handsome salary. It is rumoured that in addition to 
the $250,000 licence fee, the shops have to pay very highly for 
two policemen who are to be stationed iu each of them, and an 
inspector over all; so that, if this is correct, the Governor, 
not content with the licence fee, is adopting our proposal into 
the bargain, and will make the houses pay the extra police 
expenses. 

News has been received from H.M.’s gunboats Bouncer, 
Lieutenant Maiowaring, and Leven, Lieutenant Cameron. On the 
20th of July last they destroyed, off Gow Tow Tonquin Gulf, 
six piratical juoks mountiug 39 guns, captured 43 of the 
pirates, and recaptured from the pirates one junk belonging to 
the informer whom the Bouncer touk with her from Hong Kong. 
On the 24th they destroyed two piraticel junks mounting four 
guns, captured twelve pirates, and destroyed a village which isa 
noted piratical haunt. ‘Iwo head men of the pirates were cap- 
tured by the gunboats, and one by Lieutenant-Colonel Pang 
Yu, the mandarin in command of the Imperial Chinese fleet. 
This news was conveyed to Canton by the Chinese gunboat 
Chinhai, which veasel has been sent up with the captured 
pirates. 

The British barque Elizabeth has been lost near Swatow. A 
letter has been received (written on board one of H.M.’s gunboats 
then out on a search for what might be found of the wreck) in 
which the master of the Elizabeth (Capt. Darke) in heartbroken 
strain reports the almost certain loss of his wife, infant child, 
and four of his crew, who’had been swept out to sea from where 
the vessel, bean-laden from Newchwang, went ashore in Auick 
Bay (the docale of the steamer Soockow’s loss in 1844). Early 
arrivals from that quarter will bring us news of a recovery of 
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the missing folks, we hope. Hardly had those of the crew that 
escaped with their lives touched the shore, than the natives 
pounced on and stripped them of everything. 

It is reported that the last steamer from the north brought 
down a special emissary from the Tsung-li-Yamen in the person 
of the Chinese Secretary to the Inspector-General of the 
Foreign Customs, who is deputed to buy rice for the Govern- 
ment to issue to the poor of Peking during the coming winter. 
It is something to see that the Chinese Government are really 
awakening to the fact that foreign commerce has its advan- 
tages, and that they endeavour to alleviate the misery caused 
by a local drought by having resource to Hong Kong. 

We hear that eight new justices of the peace will shortly be 
gazetted. Five have already been, or are about to be, sworn 
in, vix., Mr. Parr, of Wilkinson and Co.; Mr. Duncanson, of 
Gibb, Livingston and Co. ; Mr. Fraser, of the Borneo Co.; Dr. 
Ivor Murray, and Mr. Frederick Stuart. 

We understaud that the local Government has taken prelimi- 
nary steps towards the establishment of a postal convention 
with the United States, for reguluting the exchange of letters 
between Hong Kong and the United States by the Pacific Mail 
Company. ‘Ihe convention has, we believe, been drawn up and 
agreed to by this Government, in consultation with an officer of 
the United States Post-office, and has sent forward for formal 
upproval to America, where it will, in all probability, be imme- 
diately sanctioned. Under this arrangement letters for any 
parts of the United States may be posted here and pre-paid to 
their destination fora fee of 10 cents for the half-ounce, news- 
papers being taken for 2 cents each. 

A rumour is prevalent that a band of Chinese “ braves,” 
banditti, or rowdies are in the vicinity of British Kowloon, and 
are meditating an attack upon the villages in that neighbour- 
hood. The report may of course be “ all smoke,” but the 
police have been placed on the qui vive respecting the matter, 
and if it bea “sell” others than ourselves have been vic- 
timised. If, on the other hand, the report be correct, we trust 
that the police will give speedy information respecting the 
threatened danger. 

On the 16th August the China Mail property was offered 
for sale by public auction, and passed into the possession of 
Mr. Charles A. Saint. The following notification has accord- 
ingly been issued :—“ Novice——The business heretofore car- 
ried on under the style of A. Shortrede aud Co. was this day 
purchased by the undersigned, in whose name and by whom it 
will henceforth be conducted, and to whom all outstanding 
accounts relating to the said business are to be paid.—Charles 
A. Saint, Hong Kong, Aug. 15, 1867.” 

We hear that the steamer United Service left the Shameen 

anchorage at Canton at half-past four a.M. on the 21st Aug., in 
charge of a pilot, and was stranded on a rock in the Macao 
passage, just opposite the Birdcage Fort. For some hours she 
was in danger of capsizing, but the cargo having been got out 
she was eventually taken off by the steamer China at about six 
P.M. She was insured for the voyage for about $20,000, in 
tbe North China Insurance Company. She proceeds to Wham- 
poa for repairs. 
_- Lhe report of the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock Com- 
pany states that the business of the company shows an in- 
crease of 25 per cent. over last year’s, and announces a divi- 
dend of 16 per cent. On this the Mat remarks :—“ The 
annual report of the board of directors of the Hong Kong and 
Whampoa Dock Company, which is published in another column, 
is 80 unequivocally satisfactory that the company may be 
heartily congratulated upon its position and prospects. In 
these times of commercial depression an undertaking which 
yields a net dividend of 16 per cent. per annum, with a reason- 
able prospect of maintaining an equal or approximate amount 
in future years, may be considered somewhat of a rarity. Nor 
does the dividend alone represent the total gain by the share- 
holders during the past year. A new dock, capable of accomo- 
Gating the largest vessels ever likely to visit this part of the 
world, has been opened, while various premises for workmen, 
snd godowns, at Whampoa, which at this date last year were 
in process of construction, have now been completed, and the 
value of the company’s property has been thereby materially 
increased,” 

A Treasury clerk, named P. H. Drummond, has absconded 
after embezzling a small sum of public money. It is believed 
that the defalcations in which Drummond is implicated concern- 
ing the funds of the Colonial Treasury will not exceed $200 or 
$300, but the private individuals who unfortunately bestowed 
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upon him their confidence will suffer to a much greater extent. 
Some of the ruses with which the young gentleman “ sold ” his 
personal friends are somewhat amusing. From one friend, we 
are told, he borrowed nearly a hundred dollars some time since, 
and in return deposited some articles of the value of half that 
amount. A day or two before his evaporation Drummond came 
to his kind-hearted friend, saying that he had found a purchaser 
for the deposited articles, when they were at once given to him. 
From that hour until this neither the articles nor the swindler 
havo put in an appearance. He got away in the P. and O. 
steamer Malacca, and a detective has been despatched in pursuit. 

In the Supreme Court in Admiralty, before the Hon. the 
Chief Justice, the case of the owners of the Veritas v. the 
owners of the Jeddo, for salvage services, occupied the Court 
two whole days. The Attorney-General, instructed by Messrs. 
Sharp and Toller, appeared for the claimants, and endeavoured 
to prove the great danger from which his clients had saved the 
vessel, freight, and lives in question. Mr. Whyte, instructed 
by Mr. Caldwell, appeared for the owners of the Jeddo, and 
sought to show, by the assistance rendered by his crew, and 
the minimum of danger involved by the salvor in the services 
referred to, that a large sum was not called for. The Chief 
Justice observed that the case involved some very important 
points, one of which being that of the salvage of life, which 
was probably the most important of all important questions 
in such cases. It seemed to him that it was clearly the intention 
of the Chinese to take the ship. The case was probably the 
most important which had ever come before him, and he would 
therefore take time to give it his most careful consideration. 
He would not give his judgment before the vacation. 

We learn from Macao that at the election of the deputy who 
is to represent Macao at the Portuguese Parliament, Senhor 
Amaral, late Governor of that colony, was voted by an immense 
majority against the exertions of official magnates. The election 
has been most spontaneous, for the honest Amaral, far from 
proposing himself as a candidate, had written to his friends here 
in favour of his rival. Modesty and merit have thus been re- 
warded. . . 

The fact that the Spanish Minister is cngaged in framing a 
coolie convention which shall be more satisfactory and of wider 
scope than that now existing between the Great Treaty Powers 
and China, leads to the hope that the abuses of the Havana 
coolie trade will at length be modified if not actually done away 
with. The personal character of the Minister is such as to 
induce the belief that he will endeavour to act more in the in- 
terests of humanity at large than of the merchants now in- 
terested in the traffic. If he does he will earn the thanks of 
all who value reputation, honour, and morality above mere 

in. 
o" Jeamediately after the passing of the sentence upon a crimi- 
nal named Kwok Awoo—who has received five years’ penal 
servitude for the manslaughter of Chun Ayoo, in the Supreme 
Court——a painful scene occurred. <A poor old woman was led 
rapidly into court, who, falling on her knees near the witness- 
box, directed a most piteous petition towards the Lench. On 
inquiry it was found that the woman was the mother of the 
murdered Chiuaman, left destitute by the death of her son; 
but as, of course, she had come to the wrong place for assist- 
ance, her tears were unavailing, and the Court adjourned. The 
case appears to be one peculiarly suitable to draw upon the 
sympathy and the purses of well-to-do Chinese. 

The P. and O. Company has despatched an extra steamer 
(the Norna) from Hong Kong for Sucz direct, intended to cor- 
respond with the Bombay mail for London. She left on the 
23rd August. 

The affairs of Messrs. Dent and Co. appear to be in the same 
unsatisfactory condition as reported last mail. In Shanghai 
they are still in bankruptcy, Judge Hornby having refused to 
set aside the adjudication ; whilo in Hong Kong Judge Smale 
has consented to postpone the first examination until December. 

At the meeting of the Hong Kong aud Shanghai Bank, at 
Hong Kong, the dividend declared was at the rate of 12 per 
cent. per annum, not 83, as stated in the Overland China Mail. 
The report and balance-sheet will appear in our next issue; we 


append particulars of the meeting :— 

The usual half-yearly mecting of the shareholders of the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Banking Corporation was held on the 13th August, Mr. 
Woldemar Nissen in the chair. At the directors’ table sat Messrs. Sassoon, 
Helland, Kresser, Whyte, Heard, Menke, Fuster, jun., aud W. Lemann. 
There was a fair attendance of shareholders. 

The Chairman commenced the proceedings by reading the already pub- 
lished report of the directors; and in moving the adoptiun of the same, be 
referred to the growing success of the bank, spite of the trying time 
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through which it had passed. They had opened an agency at Foochow, 
and there was every reason to hope for the future success of the corpora- 
tion. Before proposing the adoption of the directors’ report, however, he 
would give an opportunity to any shareholder to make remarks upon the 
same. 

No one appearing inclined to address the meeting, the Chairman moved 
that the report be adopted; which motion, having been seconded, was 
unanimously carried by a show of hands. 

The Chairman said that they would proceed next with the election of 
directors, when 

Mr. Taylor (of Smith, Archer, and Co.’s) proposed the re-election of the 
board as the names stood on the printed report ; which motion was received 
with approval by the meeting. 

Mr. Hunter then rose, and said that, from the thorough examination he 
had made of the books of the bank, and the coneequent knowledge he pos- 
sessed of the skill and ability with which the affairs of the bank had been 
managed by Mr. Kresser and Mr. Maclean (of Shanghai), he had pleasure 
in proposing a vote of thanks to those gentlemen. 

Dr. Murray had much pleasure in seconding such a proposition. Had it 
not been for the able management in those trying times, they would not 
have received so good a dividend for the past half-year. 

Mr. Kresser returned thanks. 

Mr. G. Sharp next rose to address the meeting. He had hoped that, 
after his infliction at the last meeting, he would be able to go away with- 
out troubling this meeting with any remarks; but there was one thing 
which they ought to do before separating. The affairs of the bank had not 
only been well managed but well directed. The directors had sometimes to 
attend two or three meetings a-day ; and as they were not greatly paid 
for this service, it would only be fair on the part of the shareholders to give 
them their thanks also. He would therefore move that the thanks of the 
meeting be given to the directors. 

This proposition having been received with approbation, Mr. Nissen said 
he (and the other directors) were much obliged for what Mr. Sharp had 
said, and the meeting then separated. , 





PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA. 

The progress and prosperity of these beautiful islands are con- 
stantly checked by some capricious and despotic proceeding of 
the authorities, interfering with the free course of trade, labour, 
and capital, and preventing the development of natural re- 
sources such as are possessed by few regions in the world. 
Foreigu settlers, especially the Chinese, who form such an im- 
portant element in our population, and the native Indians, are 
equally discontented, and the Government exhibits its own dis- 
quietude and alarm by movements of troops and arbitrary acts 
which add to the general anxiety and perplexity. | Meanwhile, 
the Government at home has cares too mauy of its own to 
enable it to give any adequate attention to these remote colonies, 
who cry out in vain for the removal of grievances. Indeed we 
expect by every mail to hear of the overthrow of the Spanish 
dynasty, or of some great revolutionary change. The seizure 
and imprisonment of large bodies of labourers, who, in search 
of employme.., have been immigrating from one island to 
another, has greatly impeded the progress of cultivation. Any 
irregularity in their passports has been made an excuse for 
arrests and punishments of the most exasperating character, 
especially in cases where the Jabourers bore certificates that all 
their taxes had been paid. This interruption, moreover, took 
place in the most active season of sugar production. The 
trouble, expense, and delay in obtaining passports is a sore 
oppression upon the people, whose every movement is watched 
with suspicion and made a ground for levying contributions. 
The trammels put upon the locomotion of Jabour show an utter 
disregard for the most obvious truths of political economy and 
for the well-being of the agricultural population. The cabenas 
are made responsible for the defalcations of the peasants, and 
more than a hundred have been thrown into prison, not on 
account fof their own shortcomings, but of those over whom 
they have little or no control. The Governor has lately deported 
the Fiscal del Rey, an important functionary, and called upon 
the British merchants at Manila to produce their account-books 
at the Tribunal of Commerce—an order with which they re- 
fused to comply. He has also commanded the Chinese to keep 
their books in Spanish and by double entry—a mandate which 
in many cases cannot be obeyed. Notwithstanding these and 
other senseless impediments und unwarrantable interferences 
there is progress. Commerce is spreading in the ports opened 
to foreign trade. Warehouses are being built, steamers launched, 
and in spite of panics of the officials—consejor de guerra— 
and other evidences of aiarm at head-quarters, cultivation . 
gradually extends its limits, the amouut of exports greatly in- 
creases, and there is unmistakable evidence of improvement. 


SIAM. 
The Siamese Government has published a statement to 
the effect that it had been announced to them, throu,h 
the French Consul, that Admiral de la Grandiere had taken 
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possession of three provinces of Cochin China — Vinlong, 
Chodock, and Statin—on the ground that thcir inhabitants 
had plundered French travellers and lent assistance to Cambo- 
dian rebels. The treaty of peace with Cambodia was annulled, 
and all the Cambodian authorities expelled from these provinces, 
which are annexed to the French colony of Saigon. The 
annexed population is about one million of souls. It has also 
been reported to the Siamese authorities, that a district on 
the eastern bank of the Meikhong has been delivered to the 
possession cf the King of Cambodia's half-brother, Phra Keio, 
who had contested the King’s authority. The French report 
that the “rebels” have submitted to Phra Keio. The head of the 
rebels is said to be Pho Camboe, son of the late King of Cam- 
bodia. He will make himself a priest when a Government is 
established “under a ruler who is pleasant to the people in 
general.” The King of Siam directs that no assistance shall be 
given to Camboe or to the rebellion. An article in the Stam 
Weekly Monitor has created some sensation, asking why the 
Siamese authorities do not interfere to stop these aggressions. 

Letters from Bangkok of the 5th August announce the death 
of the eldest son of the King of Siam, heir apparent to the throne, 
His official title was Krom Mu’n Mahesuarsivavilas. He was 
born in 1823 ; his mother was descended from the former royal 
dynasty. On the demise of the second King, in January, 1866, 
he was appointed to some of the important military and financial 
functions that his uncle had discharged. He died on the 25th 
July last, leaving 29 younger half-brothers, 33 half-sisters, 
children of the present King; and of his own descendants 
eleven sons and eight daughters, with two grandsons and four 
granddaughters. The King has published a formal announce- 
ment of his death, hoping that “every one of his good friends ” 
will sympathise with him, remembering that the same path has 
to be trodden by all, who will fall in due course “ like the leaves 
and flowers and fruits of trees,” all subject to drought and 
cqrruption, The King announces the death of his Highness 
Mom Kratai Rajoday,;who accompanied, in the quality of inter- 
preter, the Siamese Mission to England in 1857. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE. 


Advices from Singapore are to the 3rd of September. 
outward mails of July 26 were delivered on August 27. 

There is no news of importance, the chief topic of interest 
being the prevalence of a sort of cattle plague, which appears 
to be the same as that known among veterinary surgeons here 
as the “foot and} mouth disease.” This has recently spread 
to such an extent as to give rise to serious alarm. An article 
hag. appeared in the Singapore Free Press advocating strong 
repressive measures, similar to those which were ultimately 
successful in this country. 

The steamer Armenian has narrowly escaped destruction by 
fire. This vessel arrived from Calcutta at Singapore with a full 
cargo, chiefly of cotton, and, having taken in her supplies, 
proceeded on her way to Ching. When the vessel was about 
half way to Horsburgh Light fire was discovered to have broken 
out between decks, abaft the mainmast on the starboard side, 
She was immediately turned round to make for the harbour, 
where she arrivec about nine P.M. On approaching the harbour 
she signalled her distress by burning blue lights and firing 
rockets ; these were observed and promptly responded to by 
H.M.’s ships Zebra and Rifleman, boats being immediately 
manned from both these steamers and sent on board the burn- 
ing vessel with fire-engines and all the necessary implements. 
Previous to this every exertion had been made by the officers 
and crew of the Armenian to obtain access to and extinguish 
the fire, and the donkey-engine was kept pumping water into 
the hold, but little progress had been made. As soon as the 
fire parties from H.M.’s ships arrived the upper deck was 
ripped up and the fire-er~ines directed on the smouldering bales 
of cotton, and a large quant'ty of cotton was thrown overboard. 
The heat on the starboard side of t e vessel was so intense as 
to turn the iron plates 0.1 the vesse'’s side partly red hot, and 
the volumes of smoke from the burning cotton were so dense 
as frequently to drive officers and men from their work, and 
throughout it was with the greatest difficulty that the men could 
c ntinue to piy the hose and buckets, After about four hours, 
the greater part of the deck from the mainmnst aft having been 
ripped up, the fire was at last got under. By this time the 

istaut-Commissioner of Police, with the town fire-engine and 
a Dody of convicts, arrived, and rendered assistance in the final 
extinguishment of the fire, The Marine Magistrate and also 
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the acting sitting Magistrate arrived on board about midnight. 
The greatest credit is due to the officers and men of H.M.’s 
vessels Zebra and /tifleman, under command of Commander 
Pollard, and also to the officers and firemen of the burning 
vessel, for if the most untiring exertions had not been used 
the vessel would undoubtedly have been destroyed. As the 
Armenian was steaming into harbour, on fire, in the confusion 
she came into collision with the Dutch barque Johanna, lying 
at anchor, striking her about the port fore channel aud doing 
considerable damage.

HONG KONG. 

The British ship Sovereign of India, from Shanghai, bound te London, 
reports that on the 6th of August, in lat.

Tue CuInesE GIANT IN Parts.—The Tribunal of Commerce of the 
Seine has just been engaged in trying across action between M. Aroault, 
the director of the Hippodrome, on the one side, and Woo-Gow-Chung, 
the Chinese giant, his wife, a dwarf named Chuing, and a servant, Ab- 
King, on the other. The Chinese troop were engaged to appear at the 
Hippodrome and the French salons at the Exhibition, at the rate of 4,000f. 
per month, paysble each fortnight in advance. On the 15thof July 
giant, finding his money not paid, refused to appear, and immediately the 
litigation commenced between the parties. The giant claimed one month's 
salary and 1,000f. damages, while M. Arnault demanded 3,000f. as re- 
compense for the non-appearance of the troupe. The Court decided that 
Woo-Gow-Ciung was entitled to his money in advance, and condemned 
M. Arnault to pay 4,000f., the month’s salary. As to the 1,000f. damages, 
the Court considered that the giant had not substantiated that he had 
suffered any loss, and as to the claim of M. Arnault, it decided that Woo- 
Gow-Chung was liable to pay 300f., to be taken into account in the pay- 
ment of the 4,000f., and sentenced M. Arnault to pay all the expenses. 


Epvucation tv Hone Koxc.—In a speech delivered by Sir John 
Bowring at Dundee, on Thursday, at the meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation, Sir Jobn urged that greater attention should be paid at our public 
schools to what are vulgarly called the three R’s—reading, writing, arith- 
metic. He stated that when he was Governor of Hong Kong a highly 
connected young gentleman was sent out to him for public employment, 
bringing recommendations from very influential quarters. A report having 
shortly afterwards reached pim of the gentleman’s ignorance, he sent for 
him and examined him as to his proficiency ‘» spelling. When required 
to de tis word candle, the highly connected young gentleman spelt it 
6 e ” 


A Mr. Staancee, late cashier of the San Francisco Sugar Refinery, 
was discovered to be a defaulter to the amount of $100,000. He left the 
State in the steamer Great Republic for China. He wasin the habit of 
gambling, which led to the commission of the orime. 
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A General Order was published a short time ago (saysthe Army and 
Navy Gazette) fixing the rates of allowances to be in future granted to 
officers serving in Ceylon and the Straits Settlements. Why should not 
China, Japan, and the Mauritius have been incladed in the same order ? 
At the former station the allowance is ten shillings per diem to each officer, 
irrespective of rank, which is not nearly sufficient, as far as the senior 
officers are concerned, to defray the expenses of life. At Japan the allow- 
ances are still less. Would it not be better to extend the Ceylon rates to 


China an.l these other stations? If climate be taken into consideration 
allowances at Hong Kong should be higher at any rate. It is a great 
shame, also, that there is no climate allowance granted in the West Indies, 
Bermuda, &. A great boon would be conferred were the War-office 
authorities to look into this matter. 


A notification has been received at Chatham that the service companies 
of the lst Battalion of the 10th (North Lincoln) Regiment, now doing 
duty at the Cape of Good Hope, will shortly proceed to Japan to relieve 
one of the regiments now under orders to return home. A detachment of 
twenty-five non-commissioned officers and men from the depot at Chatham 
garrison has been placed under orders to proceed to the Cape of Good Hope 
to join the head quarters of the regiment. The draught will embark in 
one of the new Indian steam transports which will shortly be despatched 
to India via the Cape of Good Hope. The 1st Battalion of the 10th Regi- 
ment embarked for the Cape of Good Hope in September, 1864. 


The Avon, 2, double-screw composite -built gunboat (for China), 464 
tons, 120-horse power, has been launched from Portsmouth dockyard, and 
will be at once brought forward for the first-class steam reserve and com- 
mission. The machinery of the Avon will be furnished from two sets of 
60-horse power engines, taken from two of the single screw gunboats of 
the Haslar Yard collection recently broken up. As a composite-built gua- 
boat, the Avon, with all her sister vessels built and bu'‘lding, will possesa 
sufficient vertical strength of hull, but they appear tv be unaccountably 
weak longitudinally, neither of their outer skin timber plankings being 
worked on diagonally, nor are there diagonal arrangements in the iron 
framework that can add materially to the longitudinal strength of the ship. 
The latter, indeed, must depend upon the decks and the outer timber plank- 
ing. There is nothing in the form of the hull of these vessels which can 
give a promise of high speed, yet they may answer for the special purpose 
they are intended for on the coasts and rivers of China, if never called upon 
to chase any swift-moving piratical craft. 


Her Majesty's ship Plover, recently commissioned at Woolwich for China, 
by Commander James A. Poland, has had its crewand detachmentsof Royal 
Marines transferred, and is otherwise in a forward course of preparation 
for sea. The Plover, double-screw gun vessel, recently built at Deptford 
has been armed with three guns and eighty officers, seamen, and lads of all 
ranks, together with one corporal, two gunners, and six privates Royal 
Marines Light Infantry, and is now ready for her final inspection. 


The newly-built screw sloop Dante, 1,287 tons, 350-horse power, no~ 
minal, machinery by R. Napier and Sons, of Glaegow, steamed out of 
Portsmouth harbour last week to make her trial of speed at lightest 
draught of water over the measured mile in Stokes Bay. A part of the 
full boiler power runs were made over the mile, when an unexpected and 
accidental fracture took place in a small drain pipe leading from the 
superheaters, most likely caused by the ‘‘ jar” from the main feed-pipe, 
and this accident af once put an end to all further proceedings for the 
day. During the time the ship was under way the engines worked with 
admirable smoothness and regularity of action. Their revolutions when | 
under full steam pressure ranged between 92 and 94 per minute. The: 
vibration of the ship was quite equal to what was experienced in her pre- 
liminary run last week outside the Isleof Wight. The Danie will be fast 
under steam for her tonnage, but if the exerted power of her engines is 
taken into consideration, together with her improved form of bow as com- 
pared with her sister vessels previously tried over the mile, she may not 
prove to be what is generally understood as a “successful” vessel, 


A party of Japanese now in this country recently paid a visit to 
Chatham Dockyard, by special permission of the Admiralty, and were 
conducted through the various estgblishmenta by the officials connected 
with the several departmente. 

The armour-clad ship for which a contract has just been taken from the 
Admiralty by Messrs. Palmer, of the Jarrow Works, Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
is intended for the defence of Melbourne. 


The Lords of the Admiralty have decided upon building at Pembroke 
another ironclad ship of similar dimensions and tonnage to those of the 
two ships lately contracted for by Messrs. Napier. She is to be driven by 
twin-screws, and is to have a nominal power of 800 horses. 


Orders have been received at the dockyard at Pembroke to make the 
necessary preparations with the view of building a large iron ship, to be 
named the Invincible. The new ship will be about 4,000 tons burden, 
280 ft. long, 54 ft. in breadth, and of 800-horse power. She has been 
designed by Mr. E. J. Reed, Chief Constructor tothe Admiralty. The 
chief feature in her formation will be a large armour-proof tower situated 
amidships, which will be so constructed that shot can be thrown either 
fore or aft from this projection. This vessel will be built upon what is 
termed the belt principle. 


Tne constructive department at the Admiralty is entirely engaged in 
designing new ships for the Navy. The last vessel ordered to be laid down 
is the Volage, an iron frigate of 8 guns, 2,322 tons, and 600-horse power 
(nominal) ; she is to be built by the Thames Shipbuilding Company, and 
it would seem, from the fact of the engineers who originally tendered for 
her engines having been called upon to send in estimates for another pair, 
that it is intended to build another vessel of precisely the same dimensior:s 
by contract. 
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WESTERN CHINA. 


In our last issue we recorded the interesting fact that the 
survey lately undertaken of Captain Sprye’s proposed route from 
Rangoon to Western China had been attended with satisfactory 
results. It will be remembered that for the last ten years 
Captain Sprye has been unremitting in his efforts to procure a 
recognition by Government of the merits of his scheme ; and 
whether the advantages claimed for it prove in the end to be 
substantial or the reverse, it is greatly to the honour of the 
Conservative Government that they have so promptly recognised 
the necessity of action in a matter that their Liberal predeces- 
sors iu office had persistently ignored. N otwithstanding the 
innumerable objections urged against it, the proposed route seems 
to be in truth very simple and practicable, if only undertaken 
with any degree of zealand earnestness. A railway or tram- 
road from Rangoon, through Eastern Pegu to Kiang Hung, a 
town on the Upper Cambodia River, is the one thing needful ; 
and the recent survey has divested this of all the fanciful ob- 
atacles‘raised by the opponents of the plan. Subjected to the 
practical eye of Captain Wiutiams, the impassable mountain 
barriers, and the streams that no bridge could span, have 
dwindled into insignificance ; and the fact is established that 
there are two perfectly suitable routes for the proposed line, to 
choose from. The first of these is the identical line proposed 
by Captain Sprrg. It measures only 235 miles from Rangoon, 
of which only 58 miles are difficult, 144 miles being perfectly 
easy, and 31 moderately so, The other, a more southern line 
from the Sittang river, though measuring 10 miles more, was 
found to have 169 miles quite easy, 35 moderately easy, and 
only 40 difficult. No rivers were encountered in either line 
worthy of consideration, the broadest being the Sittang itself, 
which, when crossed by the north line, measured 1,000 feet, 
and at the more southern point of crossing 1,500 feet. The 
other streams, by both routes, are of much smaller size. The 
northern route might require two tunnels, neither exceeding a 
mile in length, while the southern line would need but one of 
the same length. It has further been ascertained that abun- 
dance of teak and iron-wood timber, with good building stone, 
exists along both routes. So much for the nature of the ground 
to be traversed. After such achievements of engineering skill 
as our own Underground Railway and the Mont Cenis line, it is 
idle to assume that Captain Sprre’s route offers any difficulties 
that the science of the present day could not readily overcome. 

On the grounds, however, of inexpediency, and perhaps also 
of inutility, the project will doubtleas still have its opponents, 
It is maintained by some persons that the line, if constructed, 
will be difficult and expensive to keep in working order, 
and that the traffic will be insufficient to sustain it. 
The Indian Government, moreover, seems still inclined 
to throw all possible difficulties in the way. But it must be 
admitted that several commercial bodies are in favour of the 
attempt. We have before usa pamphlet comprising a third 
series of memorials addressed to Her Masesty’s Ministers on 
the subject by the various chambers of commerce, and the 
uniformly favourable opinions therein expressed cannot fail to 
carry great weight. ‘Ihe third memorial of the Rast India and 
China Association of Liverpool, states ;— 
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‘That the memorandum and map by Captain Williams, dated the 21st 
of January, 1865, and presented to Parliament last session, Parliamen 
paper, ‘Rangoon and Western: China, 373, 1864,’ fally establishes that 
a railway for direct commerce from Rangoon with the Burman Shan 
States and Western China can be easily and cheaply constructed.” 

The fourth memorial of the Liverpool Chamber of Com- 
merce, strongly urges the Foreign-office to undertake prelimi- 
nary measures for the construction of a railway without delay. 
The Huddersfield Chamber, with an eye to the menacing 
growth of French power in the East, sets forth— 

“That your memorialists believe that the Emperor of the French is 
fully alive to the advantages of his newly-acquired position in Cochin 
China, and will very probably endeavour to open up the Western provinces 
of China to French commerce by the River Kamboja route; and that the 
activity and recent development ef French commerce, and the growing 
competition of French with English manufactures in neutral markets 
render this consideration, at present, one of greatly increased importance, 
and would make doubly serious the consequence of any delay on the part 
of Her Majesty's Government in securing the advantages afforded by the 
superior position and shorter route available to them from British P. 

‘“‘That the independent and official testimony afforded by Captain Wil- 
liams in support of the views and opinions of Captain Sprye—whose long 
experience, personal knowledge, and extensive researches and efferts in 
connection with the projected direct land route entitle him to the gratitade 
of all who are interested in the promotion of British commerce—lead irre- 
sistibly to the conclusion that no further delay ought to take place in the 
requisite surveys of it being directed.” 

The Memorial of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce 

rays,— 
; bat steps may be taken effectually to survey the line of country bet ween 
Rangoon and Kiang-Hung on the Meikong or Upper Camboja River; your 
memorialists being firmly of opinion that the commercial advantages likely 
to flow from the opening up of a communication overland between Rangoon 
and China would far outweigh the comparatively trifling expense with 
which the proposed survey would be attended.” 

The Halifax Chamber, in a third Memorial, points out— 

“The great importance to the foreign trade of the country of the com- 
mercial way being constructed, by the best and most direct route, from 
Rangoon to the Upper Kamboja River, or to the south-west frontier of 
China, such as shall be practicable for commerce at all seasons of the 

ear.” 


The Bradford, Leeds, Dewsbury, and Batley Chambers, and 
the Liverpool Shipowners’ Association, have all memorialised 
to the same effect, and all unite in a cordial recognition of 
Cuptain Sprye’s merits as the originator and consistent advo- 
cate of the scheme. Backed by such authorities as those we 
have quoted, there is reason to hope that he will not find con- 
tinued disappointment the sole fruit of his untiring labours, 














THE LYALL STILL CASE, 

Havina published, in our issue of the 10th ult., the memorial 
forwarded by the Manchester Chamber of Commerce to the 
Colonial office on the subject of Chief Justice SaaLe’s comments 
in the bankruptcy of Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co., we think it 
as well to lay before our readers the reply vouchsafed thereto 
by his Grace the Cotontan Secretary, although a more worth- 


less piece of circumlocutory verbiage never emanated from 
Dowuning-street. It is as follows :—

Downing-street, 26th September, 1867. 

Siz,—I am directed by the Duke of Buckingham and Chandos to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3rd instant, commenting 
upon the judgment delivered by Chief Justice Smale in the Court of Bank- 
ruptcy at Hong Kong on the case of Lyall, Still, and Co., and suggesting 
that Her Majesty’s Government should express their disapproval of some 
of his remarks on that case. 

In reply, I am to state to you that it is not the practice of the Secretary 
of State, or generally of the Executive authorities of a colony, to assume 
the function of criticising the language used by colonial judges from the 
bench unless that language is sufficiently improper to be brought before 
the Governor of the colony by the prescribed course of procedure as a

LAUNCH OF A NEW STEAMER FOR THE SAN FRAN- 
CISCO AND CHINA LINE. 

Since the acquisition by the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
of their pioneer vessel, the Colorado, we have had to record the 
launches, in rapid succession, of the two fine steamers Great 
Republic and China. We have now the following particulars of 
a fourth monster ship for this line, most appropriately named 
the Japan, which was launched on the 20th September, and is 
expected to be ready to proceed to San Francisco in January 
next. Another similar vessel is, we understand, rapidly approach- 
ing completion :— 

The Japan, the third steamship actually built for this line, and which 
was launched from the shipyard of Mr. Henry Steers, at Greenpoint, was 
ordered by the Pacific Company in October last, the {laying of her keel 
having taken place about the 1st of December. She is, in the opinion of 
sbipbuilders, probably the best wooden vessel ever built. She is constructed 
of white oak, live oak, hackmatac and red cedar; the floor and futtocks of 
white oak, the “tops” of live oak and red cedar, and the “ half-tops” of 
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hackmatac. She has two thicknesses of planking, the inner layer of 
yellow pine and the outside layer from the bottom to the bilge of oak, and 
above the bilge of yellow pine. Her fastening, where exposed to water, 
is with what is known to shipbuilders as “yellow metal,” which is copper 
and brass united, and elsewhere with iron, her planking being bolted edge- 
wise and laterally. Her decks are made of four-inch white pine. 

- The capacity of the Japan is 4,800 tons, or 4,000 tons new measurement. 
Her length from stem to stern is 870 feet; her breadth, 50 feet, and 73 feet 
outside the wheels, and her depth 31 feet from the lower side of the deck to 
the floor. Her keel measures 360 feet. Her capacity for freight alone, 
aside from the space devoted to passengers, is estimated at 3,300 tons. This, 
of course, includes 1,500 tons of coal, the usual quantity taken by these 
steamers onthe Japan trip. Her machinery, which is to be made at the 
Novelty Works, will not differ materially from that of the Great Republic 
and China, her predecessors on the line. It will consist of the ordinary 
American beam engine, with a cylinder 105 inches in diameter and 12 feet 
stroke, and will have a capacity of about 1,500-horse power. The wheels 
have a diamoter of 40 feet, with buckets of 11 feet 6 inches face. She is 
bark-rigged, and in the event of accident to her machinery will be able to 
make good progress under sail. 

The accommodations for passengers are planned on the same gigantic 
scale which characterises all the appointments of this new and magnificent 
enterprise. The saloons are spacious, and at the sides are rooms for 600 
first-class and 500 second-class passengers, and there are accommodations, 
besides, for about 1,000 passengers in standing berths. The main saloon on 
the spar deck has one tier of rooms on each side; the secon’! saloon, on 
the main deck, and underneath the main saloon, has on each side a tier of 
large family rooms, eight feet square, with double width berths, and the 
third saloon, on the same deck, but further forward, has rooms six feet 
square, for families also. Still further onward, on the same deck, are the 
second class rooms, six feet square, with movable berths; and beyond these 
again is the steerage, extending to the rooms for the accommodation of the 
firemen and sailors, and arranged for the accommodation of passengers in 
the standing berths. The rooms of the officers of the steamer are situated 
in houses on the spar-deck, with the main saloon. 

The launch was in every respect successful ; in fact, the splendid craft 
seemed anxious to get into water, as she began to slip away even before the 
last stays had been removed. ‘The four tugs stationed in the river to check 
her after she was afloat was somewhat taken by surprise, although every 
thing was secure. They were not in the positions designed, however, and 
asthe Japan shot into the water all were taken in tow; two of them 
being more unfavourably situated thun the others, were drawn into 
the wake of the steamer with such rapidity that they came into collision, 
and stove in some of their lighter upper works. The steamship had re- 
ceived her name when the keel was laid, and there was, therefore, no oc- 
casion for the observance of the ancient custom of breaking a bottle of wine 
at her baptism. The crowd was large, and, of course, exceedingly enthu- 
siastic, and gave expression to their feelings in many and lou: cheers. 
The steamer was at once towed to the Novelty Works, at the foot of East 
Twelfth-street, where she will remain while receiving her machinery. The 
cost of the Japan when ready for sea is estimated at $1,200,000. 


In a recent article on the reported imprisonment of Christians 
at Nagasaki, we had occasion to allude to the presence at that 
port of two Protestant missionaries, both from America. One 
of these gentlemen, the Rev. C. M. Wiiiiams, after an uninter- 
rupted residence of some eight years in Japan has recently 
revisited the United States, and having been consecrated a 
bishop of the American Episcopal Church, will shortly 
proceed to China as the successor of Bishop Boone. Bishop 
WILLIaMs is now in London, and is one of the several American 
prelates who assisted at the Pan-Anuglican Conference recently 
held at Lambeth. 


WE have been favoured by Aucusts Bran, FEaq., chairman of 
the new GeRMaNio Lioyn’s, with a copy, printed in English, of 
the statutes of that institution. The aim of the promoters has 
evidently been to establish their new society on a sound and 
liberal basis, with the view of emancipating the Germanic ship- 
ping interest from the thraldom of the French Bureau Veritas, 
which has long been felt to be intolerable. It is intended to 
make the society not merely local but international, all foreign 
countries being invited to join it by establishing sub-districts 
in conjunction with, and under the control of, the chief admi- 
nistration ; a plan calculated largely to increase its sphere of 
usefulness. 


THe Peninsular and Oriental Company’s new steamer 
Sumatra has arrived at Southampton from the Clyde. She is 
a sister ship to the Bangalore. 


Tuer London Gazette announces, under date Oct. 5th, that 
“The Queen has been pleased to appoint the Rev. William

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St. Pauls, Messrs, Virtue and Co.’s new shilling magazine, 
has duly made its appearance, and must be pronounced a de- 
cided success. Edited by so universal a favourite with the 
reading world as Mr. Anthony Trollupe, illustrated by the 
gifted pencil of Mr. Millais, R.A, and “got up” in a 
handsome aud attractive style by its publishers, S¢. Pauls 
will uot fail to take a very high place in public estimation, 
notwithstanding the number of competitors it has to contend 
with. In his ivtroductory paper the Editor disclaims any 
pretension that his new venture is the one thing needful 
to satisfy a pressing want of the age, but at the same time 
states his belief (with a modest consciousness of his own merit) 
that he will nevertheless be able to make it sufficiently ac- 
ceptable to the public to ensure it a successful career. Another 
instance of Mr. Trollope’s modesty—a somewhat rare quality, it 
is to be feared, in magazine editors—is that the first instalment 
of his own story, “ Phineas Finn,” is unobtrusively placed last 
of all. It is nevertheless the principal feature in the number, 
being written in his most graphic and telling manner. The 
other papers are an article on the Reform Bill, entitled “ A Leap 
in the Dark, or a Glance at What was Done Last Session ;” 
four chapters of a novel by the Baroness de Bury, entitled “ All 
for Greed; and essays on ‘The ‘Ethics of Trades Unions ;” 
“The Turf, its Present Condition and Prospects ;” “On 
Sovereignty ;” and “On Taste,” by Henry O’Neill, R.A. The 
other monthlies contain nothing requiring special notice, with 
the exception of Macmillan, which contains, amid the heavier 
matter peculiar to itself, two most amusing papers, “ Eating and 
Drinking in America,” and “ Brother Prince,” the latter being a 
sketch of the founder of the “ Agapemone” and his extraordi- 
nary sect. It is rumoured that Mr. James Hannay has been 
asked to edit one of the magazines, and it is to be hoped he 
will accept the offer, for we believe few literary men of tho pre- 
sent day are so well qualified for the post. 

The Chinese Classics. Translated into English, with Prelimi- 
nary Essays and Explanatory Notes. By James Leaag, D.D. 
Vol. I. The Life and Teachings of Confucius, (Trubner and Co.) 
—Chinese literature, thanks to the efforts of such men as [fr. 
Wade and the translator of these works, is now emerging from 
the mystic shadow that so long veiled it from European 
scholars, and further knowledge of it continues to be sought 
for, and gladly received when procurable. Dr. Legge having 
devoted many years to the study of the Chinese classics, and 
beiug gifted with that extraordinary degree of patience and 
perseverance that alone renders their study profitable, is well 
qualified for the task he has undertaken ; and the series, of 
which this is the first instalment, will be invaluable to students 
as well as interesting to general readers. 

The new weekly Liverpool paper, entitled Zhe Leader, was 
commenced on the 2lst ult., price 2d., with a new and original 
novel, expressly written for The Leader by Mr. Edmund Yates, 
and entitled, “ A Righted Wrong,” and contributions on political, 
literary, social], artistic, and local topics, by a number of writers 
of eminence. 

In Richardson’s Beyond the Mississipi, which has just been 
published in New York, another description of Utah is offered 
to the public. Brigham Young is the great defender of poly- 
gamy, and exhorts the Mormons to sustain the system with 
their lives, even if it should be against the Government of the 
United States. The women, he says, regard it as a sore trial 
for which they will have their reward in heaven. It is this 
strong religious conviction which alone prevents the rival wives 
from quarrelling. Gentile ladies visit only the first wives. The 
women are forced to work hard, and altogether polygamy in 
Utah appears to be not a very different thing from polygamy 
in the Gaboon, where the first wife holds a very different posi- 
tion from the others, who are in reality domestic slaves, without 
belonging to the slave class ; they therefore fetch a higher price, 
and it is fashionable for the rich elders of the tribe to purchase 
them. 

The English edition of the great Doré Bible is now completed 
in two volumes. It contains 238 full-page drawings by Gustave 
Doré, and is certainly the most magnificent edition of the Holy 
Scriptures ever attempted. Messrs. Cassel, Petter, and Galpin 
are the publishers. 

Mr. Charles Dickens has decided upon giving his ‘‘ Readings ° 
in America, and leaves Liverpool for New York on the 2nd of 
November. The New York Round 7'able thus good-humouredly 
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comments on Mr. Dickens’s sketches of American life in his 
“ American Notes” and Martin “Chuzzlewit,” apropos of his 
contemplated second visit to the United States :-— 


‘In all earnestness we consider that our countrymen owe Mr. Dickens 
a tangible debt of gratitude. Ife coloured his pictures rather highly, some- 
times led astray perhaps by his intense feeling for the ludicrous, said some 
things which at the time were disagreeable to hear, but which everybody, 
as usual, read and re-read, and which very large numbers have profited by. 
It should be remembered that his satire was almost always directed against 
merely superticial weaknesses. that it was free from anything like bitter- 
ness, and in this latter respect distinguished from much which has been 
written of us by such authors as Mrs. Trollope, Basil Hall, or even Sydney 
Smith. Moreover, if we deduct here and there for exaggerations, which 
are (or were) inseparable from the very nature of the man, and which are 
quite as freely exhibited in dealing with all classes of his own countrymen, 
in most of his books, including ‘Martin Chuzzlewit’ itself, it must be ac- 
knowledged that what Mr. Dickens wrote of our manners and other social 
defects and absurdities was intrinsically just and true, and therefore ought 
properly to have been said by anyone who had the wit and literary posi- 
tion effectively to say it. Mr. Dickens was not, like M. de Tocqueville, a 
political observer, but a writer of humorous and satirical romance, who could 
not have described scenes in this country, any more than in his own, with- 
out impregnating them with his own proper tlavour, and who, had he done 
so, would merely have produced what would have necessarily been insipid 
and uninteresting. We do not hesitate to affirm that nothing better in its 
way could happen to us than for Mr. Dickens, in the maturity of his 
powers, to write of our society with the same freedom and candour from his 
own point of view, as he exhibited in former years; and that we trust he 
may be induced to do so.” 


The Athenwum says—‘ The Queen's book has been printed, 
and will shortly be given to the public. Her Majesty describes. 
in her own fresb and feminine style, a series of journeys chiefly 
made by the royal party in Scotland. A good deal of guide- 
book matter is thrown into the narrative, and there are many 
pleasant references to her travelling compauions and servants.” 
Our contemporary adds that “from this book the public will 
learn something about the Prince Consort’s gillie, who has re- 
cently attained a sort of grotesque notoriety.” 

At the mceting of the British Assosziation, in the Geographi- 
cal section, a paper descriptive of “ A Boat Journey across the 
Northern Part of Formosa” was read by Dr. C. Collingwood. 
The author last year traversed the northern end of the island 
of Formosa, from Tam-suy, on the west, to Kee-lung, on 
the east coast, by the roate of the Tam-suy aud Kee-lung rivers, 
which are separated near thcir headwaters only by a short 
portage over a hill. This part of the island appeared to be 
densely populated by the Chinese, and several towns of consider- 
able size were passed. The record of this remarkable journey 
excited great interest. 

The entire correspondence relating to the attempted founda- 
tion of the Mexican empire and its fall is announced to be pub- 
lished by Duncker and Hamblot at Leipzig, who also announce 
three more volumes of the Emperor Maximilian’s memoirs and 
OSsayS. 

Tho following is a list of the principal new works published 
during the last month taken from the Fublushers’ Circular -—— 


In Literature, Science, and Art we have the Jllustrated Book of Sacred 
Poems, edited by the Rev. Robert H. Baynes, a handsome book, containing 
a judicious selection of sacred poetry ; Mr. Alexander Melville Bell writes 
on Visible Speech, or the Science of Universal Alphabetics, a scheme which 
enables all languages to be written in the alphabet, with tables, diagrams, 
and examples; Chateaubriand’s Afala is translated by James Spence 
Hardy, from Didot's Edition of the Viscount’s works, with illustrations by 
Gustave Dore; we also have the same artist illustrating the poet laureate’s 
Guinevere and Elaine, a splendid series of photographs from his designs. 
The Arch of Titus and the Spoils of the Temple, by Mr. Wm. Knight, is an 
historical and critical lecture, with authentic illustrations, containing an 
architectural analysis of the various parts of the structure; Mr. John De 
Liefde gives us The Romance of Charity, in which the most striking and 
interesting particulars of the author's larger work on the Charitiea of 
Europe are brought together; and Mr. M. W. Smith writea on Cavalry 
Oupost Drill and Cavalry Skirmishang. 

In Geography and Travel we find an English edition of an American 
work by Mr. J. Ross Browne, an American traveller, On the Land of 
Thor; and Mr. James M. Uopp, also an American author, gives us a 
volume entitled Old England, its Scenery, Art, and People, a most interest- 
ing book, embodying the views of an intelligent American observer who 
has lately visited this country ; the Ilon. W. Elliott writes on Carolina 
Sports by Land and Water, a series of sketches of devil-fishing, wild cat, 
deer, and boar-hunting; and Capt. J. T. Newall, well known as a 
daring hunter, gives us his experiences of Hog-hunting in the East, and 
other Sports. 

lo History and Biography we have Mr. P. G. Cumming writing on The 
Great Stanley, or James, Seventh Earl af Derby, and his Countess Charlotte 
de la Tremouille in the Isle of Man, an interesting narrative of the seven- 
teenth century, with notices of Manx manners, customs, and antiquities, 
illustrated by Measrs. Lemon and Bright ; and Mr. Henry Lonsdale gives 
us an account of two Cumberland worthies, Jun Christian Curwen and 

William Blamire. 

In Fiction we have Captain Mayne Reid’s Giraffe Hunters, 3 vols.; Mr. 
Sheridan Le Fanu’s Tenants of Mallory, 3 vols.; Mr. F. W. Robinson’s new 
story, Anne Judge, Spinster, 3 vols.; and Dr. Norman Macleod’s The Star- 
ling, a Scotch story, in 8 vols. 
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The first arrangement attempted in the matter of Messrs. 
Dent and Co.'s failure, for a composition of half-a-crown in the 
pound having been found to be invalid, another meeting of © 
creditors was convened on the 4th instant, at, which it was 
proposed that a deed of assignment should be executed of all 
their estate for tho benefit of the creditors. As such a deed 
can only be executed in China, the creditors in this country 
will be under the necessity of sending out powera of attorney 
to their agents there to sign it on their behalf. Should the 
bulk of the creditors agree to carry out this plan the bank- 
ruptcy will be annulled. Mr. Pollard, who has lately arrived 
from Hong Kong, attended the meeting on behalf of the bank- 
rupts. So far, nothing has transpired as to the unaccountable 
manner in which the once vast capital of this firm, together 
with the deposits in their hands (which alone reached half a 
million sterling), has been lost or squandered away. Until 
some explanution is forthcoming on this point the sufferers 
can hardly be expected quietly to accept the terms sought to 
be imposed upon them, 

A meeting of the creditors of Mr. Edward Webb, late of 
Messrs. Dent and Co., hasjalso been held, at which a proposal 
of five shillings in the pound, payable in five years, was sub- 
mitted, and is, we understand, still under consideration. The 
total liabilities are stated to be under £100,000. 

The biddings for £100,000 in bills on India were held at the 
Bank of England. The amounts allotted were to Oalcutta 
£96,000 and to Madras £4,000. The minimum price was 
fixed, as before, at 1s. 11}d. on Caloutta and Madras. Tenders 
at 1s. 119d. receive about 13 per cent., those above in full. 
No tenders for bills on Bombay were invited, owing to the 
expenses of Government there in connection with the coming 
war in Abyssinia. The terms obtained indicate a diminution in 
the demand for means of remittance to the East, 

The market for bar silver remains very quiet, there having 
been no demand for the East. At the commencement of the 
month it was generally expected that a demand for India would 
set in, as the Abyssinian expedition was expected to have the 
effect of raising the Indian Exchanges, but as yet this result 
has not been produced; the market continues flat, with but 
little demand for the Continent, for which destination the bars 
by last West India packet have been disposed of at 53, Ojd., 
the same price that was current at the commencement of the 
mouth. Mexican dollars also remain inactive, and, with the 
exception of some small amounts on Government account, no 
shipments to China havo taken place. The price is now quoted 
4s. lid. 

The directors of the Oriental Bank intend to propose to the 
meeting of shareholders on the 24th of October an interim 
dividend for the last half-year at the rate of 12 per cent. per 
annum. 

An extraordinary meeting of the shareholders in the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia, and China will be held on the 16th of 
October, for the purpose of declaring an interim dividend for 
the half-year ended the 30th June last. 

An advance which has taken place in the shares of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company probably arises from 
the fact that this company’s tender for the increased mail ser- 
vice to the East is the only one which has been sent to the 
Government. At the same time it is believed that the charter 
by the Government of several of the company’s steamers, in 
connection with the expedition to Abyssinia, and the purchase 
of a large portion of its stock of coal at Aden, where, as a rule, 
30,000 to 40,000 tons are kept, will add to the profits of the 
prescrt half-year. Without the assistance thus afforded the 
Government would probably have bad to buy its stock of coal 
in England, thus involving both extra expense and delay. It is 
to be hoped that the official decision upon the tender for the 
hew service will be communicated without delay, in order to 
allow time for the necessary preparations. 

The liquidators of Overend, Gurney, and Co. (Limited) an- 
nounce that a further dividend of 2s. in the pound will be paid 
to the creditors on Wednesday, the 9th inat., and three following 
days. ‘This will make a total distribution so far of 12s. in the 
pound. 

New York advices announce the failure of Messrs. Gill, 
Gilletsa, and Noyes, tea merchants, for £190,000, through buying 
goods for gold and selling for currency. From Boston we learn 
of the bankruptcy of George L, Schuyler, of the firm of BR. and 
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G. L. Schuyler, with liabilities amounting to £800,00Q and no 
agsets whatever. 

The creditors of Messrs. Walker, Hamilton, and Co., commis- 
sion merchants, of Manchester and Glasgow, are understood to 
have accepted a composition of 6s. 8d. in the pound, one-half 
to be guaranteed.: 

The half-yearly dividend due on the 10th inst. on the 
Turkish Six per Cent. Loan of 1854 is advertised for payment 
in;due course by Messrs. Dent, Palmer, and Co., together with 
the bonds, amounting to £56,950, which were drawn in July 
last. 


The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Tanjore, from Southampton on the 4th inst., was—in gold, to 
Galle, £691 ; to Madras, £40 ; in silver, to Shanghai, £10,500 ; 
total in gold, £731 ; in silver, 10,500. 

A prospectus has been issued of the Kirkham and Castle Howard Iron 
Company (Limited), with a capital of £60,000, in shares of £20. 

The prospectus of the English Assurance Company has been issued, with 
a capital of £500,000, in 25,000 £20 shares, and power to increase to 
£2,000,000. The arrangements for subscriptions are 10s. per share on 
application, 10s. on allotment, 10s. in three months, and 103. in six months 
after the allotment, beyond which no further call is contemplated. This 
company is established for the purpose of affording additional facilities for 
fire and life assurance, the granting of loans, annuities, endowments, &c. 

An extraordinary meeting of the shareholders ia the London Bank of 
Mexico and South America (Limited) is called for the 10th inst., when a 
resolution will be proposed in favour of the undertaking being wound up 
voluntarily, and of the transfer of the business and property to a new 
company, with a capital of £1,200,000, in 40,000 shares of £30 each, of 
which 20,000 are to be allotted credited with £20 per share paid. This is 
a formal proceeding, with a view to the reduction of the liability on the 
shares, which at present is as much as £30 per share. 

The directors of the English and American Bank (Limited) have issued 
acircular announcing that a requisition bas been addressed to them for 
the winding-up of the bank, and that a meeting will accordingly be held on 
the question on the 16th inst. The circumstance of a call of £5 being 
proposed is the cause of the movement, but the directors consider a disso- 
lution of the company would be inexpedient, because the business thus far 
has realised their expectations, and they are of opinion that if the call be 
met they will be able to do an extensive and remunerative business. 

At the meeting of the proprietors of the Bank of British Columbia a 
dividend was declared at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum, leaving £1,574 
to be carried forward. It was stated that since the last meeting there 
have been no fresh bad debts, and, although the business of the company 
is at present rather limited, the board hope to be in a position to show 
a better result as public confidence revives. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the Lower Assam Company 
(Limited) is called for the 14th inst., ‘‘ for the purpose of authorising the 
directors to make two further calls of 103, each on the shares issued.” 

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month of August show 
great steadiness, the declared value of our exportations having 
been 24 per cent. in excess of those of the corresponding 
moath of last year, while compared with August, 1865, there 
is an increase of 26 percent. The favourable nature of the 
total on this occasion is due chicfly to the revival in the iron 
trade, our shipments of Iron and Steel for the month having 
been to the, value of £1,582,666, which is 29 per cent. over 
the amount in August, 1866. Cotton Manufactures figure for 
a decrease of 7 per cent. in value, although there has been an 
increase of 2 per cent. in the quantity, a circumstance explained 
by the fall in the price of the staple, and which indicates that 
there bas been no diminution in the actual amount of employ- 
ment. Of Cotton Yarn our consignments have been nearly 30 
per cent. in excess of those of last year, both in value and quan- 
tity, and this fact, coupled with an increase of 23 per cent. in 
the value of Machinery exported, denotes a general tendency 
toward a revival in the manufacturing industry of other coun- 
tries. Owing to the dulness of the American trade, our ship- 
ments of Haberdashery and Hardware continue to show a 
falling-off, the reduction being 5 per cent. and 3 per cent. 
respectively. The same cause has contributed in a great 
degree to a decline of 9 per cent. in Linen Manufactures, 18 per 
cent. in Silk Manufactures, and 5 per cent. in Woollen Manu- 
factures. The total value of our Exports for the first eight 
months of the present year has been £121,056,913, showing a 
reduction of only a little more than 3 per cent. from the 
unprecedented total of last year. Looking at the fall in the 
prices of Cotton and other kinds of raw material within the past 
12 months, our trade, as regards the amount of profit and em- 
ployment it has afforded, may be considered to have exceeded 
that of 1866. Contrasted with the total in the first eight 
months of 1865 it exhibits an increase of ]8 per cent. 

Compared with last year the value of the Imports for both 
the month of July and the seven months atill presents a de- 
crease. The Imports for July are valued at £18,166,789, which 
is about seven per cent, leas than the value for July, 1866, 
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while for the seven months of 1867 the total is returned at 
£121,663,140, and for 1866 at £134,872,580, showing a re- 
duction of £13,209,440, or about nine per cent. 

The returns which have special referenco to China and the 
Far East generally show that our Export trade with those 
countries is still greatly depressed. Thus we find that con 
trasting the first seven months of the present year with the 
corresponding period of last, the export to China (exclusive of 
Hong Kong) has decreased 18 per cent., to Hong Kong 25 per 
cent., to Japan 4 per cent., to Java 13 per cent., and to Ceylon 
25 per cent. On the other hand the export to the Straits 
Settlements has improved to the extent of six per cent., and to 
the Philippine Islands 41 per cent. For the month of July a 
comparison of the figures presents the following results :—To 
China (exclusive of Hong Kong) a decrease of 10 per cent., to 
Hong Kong an increase of 23 per cent., to Japan an increase of 
17 per cent., to the Straits Settlements a decrease of 16 per 
cent., to the Philippine Islands an increase of 98 per cent., to 
Java an increase of 27 per cent., and to Ceylon a deorease of 
18 per cent.
